6 where the winding Tennessee ri.*< r is cutting through the 6puers of the 
Cumberland mountains,, the town of Huntsville is located. 

Not so long ago, this sleepy little village, nestled into the red fertile 


soil, belonged entirely to the domain of King Cotton. In the lost little 
hamlet, far away from the hubbub of the big world, the white planter . 
aristocracy has been ruling over colored farm hands who vegetated in their 
shabby shacks. 


But normal country living cto;- »< d sore than a decade ago. Within several 
dozens of months, the population quadrupled ro over 60.000 persona. On the 
new highway 231 a stream of rolling cars is proceeding continuously. Planes, 
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landing in quick succession oi the *:ity - County Airport or taking off 
from tha strips of the adjacent military airport, break the sound barrier 
Just above the center of town. New supermarkets are offering their confusing 
display of merchandise with blaring advertisements. Souvernir shops find 
plenty of customers. Three hotels sad 21 motor courts, typicsl accomodations 
for US. motorists, hsve "sprung up" from the ground. Many plantation owners 
turned their farmland into dollars a: d are devoting their efforts to ®°re^ 
promising fields. They sre draining the oocketbooka of the soldiers who 

are dominating the city streets. 

Huntsville has been rocked by a fever, ever since rocketry and 
prosperity entered this town near the northern boundary of the Southern • w 
Sfcte of Alabama. Daily, sometimes every hour, a thunderous roaring emanates 
from the southwestern part of the city. Out of cascades of yellow flames and 
darkbrown smoke', slender projectiles emerge into the air and turn toward 
the south against the usually cloudless sky. Vapor trails are glued to the 
firmament, but only attract the attention of strangers. 

Quite often, emergency cars of the police, followed by ambulances, 
stop the hectic city trsffic with sirens and blue lights .. Behind the gates of 
the Huntsville Hospitsl, the cauterized and scorched disappear. The residents 
of Huntsville are used to such incidents. Risk is part^of their business and 
the motto "time is money" stops then from spending too much of their time on 
the human problems of American rocketry. Occasionally, they check with their 
most intimste circle of friends whether the tank explosion or the unsuccessful 
launch has left any Vacancies in the usual party crowd so that other srraagemeu 

can be made in time. 






Much has changed in Huntsville, also the name of the hill north of the 
Monte Sano, which now bears the nn^e - quite unfamiliar to this region - 
of Sauerkraut Hill. A subdivision of comfortable homes surrounds this area. 

In one of the luxurious mansions a baron resides. The house is surrounded by 
climbing rose bushes which are laboriously taken care of by domestic 
gardeners. The baron considers himself the uncrowned ruler not only of the 
Sauerkraut Hill, but of an even greater empire; because with him an unprecedented 
business upswing entered the remote rural community. Nevertheless, he alveys 
drives his Chrysler himself. Each year a new model. It is not far to his place 
of work, just a few miles. 

Quite often, news hunting reporters try to stop him on his wey. But when 
the iron gates are zealously ope u< \or.-d again at the end of his trip,, 

he finally gets rid of them. On rc,-,e.:-..d territory , the broad-shouldered 
baron hurries to hia offices in a yellow, lo^-stretched and , of course, 
air-conditioned tract. The guard at the entrance always enjoys the matutinal 
jovial greeting. But then the door of the room 4488 closes. The secretary, 
a bleskached blond, presents her boss the daily schedules. On his mahagony desk, 
signature folders, drawings, and complex calculations are piling up. The 
locked safe almost ipille over with highly secret documents. As a rule, the 
entire building soon knows in what mood the boss of four thousand nine hundred 

technicians and development engineers is. 

A Prussian Junker pursues his career as an African upstart. His name is 

familiar in the western wo^rd: tiernher Baron von Braun. >4. 

In fact, the Baron well succeeded to americanise his retinue. His worries 
•bout bodyguards are taken care of by the American government. Instead of 
coachmen and grooms, who were at his father's services by the dozens, he 
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
